Thousands of Turkish college 
Students rioted today in the 
streets of Istanbul, Ankara, 
|Erzurum and Izmir, denouncing 
Premier Adnan Menderes as a 
dictator and demanding his res- 
ignation.

Twilight of the FPC 


President Eisenhower’s weak explanation 
of his decision to scrap the only strong mem- 
ber of the Federal Power Commission, and 
charges by Congressmen that the Commission 
has stalled for six years on the Supreme 
Court decision directing it to regulate natural- 
gas prices at the wellhead, bring that regula- 
tory agency to a new low. 

“IT think I can get a better man, that’s all,” 
Mr. Eisenhower’s only stated justification for 
not reappointing William R. Connole, is not 
really an explanation at all. Nor can he ex- 
pect Congress or the public to accept his un- 
substantiated judgment in regulatory matters 
as he has done in the military, on grounds 
that he knows more about it than anyone else. 
In what way would the new appointee be bet- 
ter than Mr. Connole, and what makes the 
President think so? 


Surely President Eisenhower knows, what 
is as old as the history of the regulatory 
agencies, that the scarcest commodity on 
those commissions is courage. The easiest 
thing is to succumb to the temptation to fol- 
low the lead of the private agencies one is 
supposed to regulate, for they hold in their 
hands favors and the prospects of advance- 
ment. Yet one man on a commission who is 
dedicated to the public interest can some- 
times put starch in the spines of two or three 
others who would never stand up without it. 

If Mr. Eisenhower is aware of these vital 
intangibles in the regulatory function, how 
can he ignore the corollary that letting go a 
man with courage will be interpreted in all 
the regulatory agencies to mean that it is 
safer to be supine than it is to stand up and 
attract notice? 

If the President has a case against his own 
appointee, he should state it. It will have to 
be a good one to counter the storm of pro- 
test that is blowing up in Mr. Connole’s sup- 
port. The mayors of more than 60 large 
cities, through the United States Mayors Com- 
mittee on Natural Gas Legislation, have now 
urged the President to reappoint Connole as 
the only FPC member who has “held out for 
effective regulation” of the natural gas indus- 
try. Members of regulatory commissions in 
six New England states had already urged 
the President to reappoint their Connecticut 
colleague as “the most pre-eminently quali- 
fied person in New England in the field of 
regulation.” 

In view of the trouble brewing over FPC’s 
nonenforcement of natural gas price regula- 
tion, the commission not only sadly needs Mr. 
Connole but several more of his caliber. Rep- 
resentatives Yates of Illinois and Vanik of 
Ohio accuse FPC of not even having worked 
out a formula for natural gas regulation after 
six years, much less putting regulation into 
effect as the court determined it was its duty 
to do. How far is the decay of the regulatory 
function to be allowed to proceed before it 
is halted by a demand for courage, and by the 
reward of courage with reappointment? 


An Arms Ration ? 


Britain and France still are looking for sup- 
port for a proposal to urge Russia to join in 
rationing arms for under-developed nations in 
Africa and elsewhere. The United States was 
cool to the idea when it was advanced at the 
Western foreign ministers’ meeting, but Wash- 
ington’s position is not completely consistent. 


The United States itself is trying to embar- 
go arms shipments to the Caribbean area. At 
the same time it holds that smaller nations 
regard arms rationing as discriminatory. This 
was certainly the reaction of Persia, Afghan- 
istan and other. countries to a 1924 draft con- 
vention which would have licensed arms ship- 
ments for Africa and the Near East. But it 
is also the reaction of Cuba today to the arms 
embargo. Is it logical to argue that arms ra- 
tioning is not advisable for Africa but that an 
embargo is essential for Cuba? 

Unquestionably the central problem of the 
international arms race is how to get Russia 
and the United States, first of all, to agree on 
controlled disarmament.. But any limitation 
of armaments anywhere would contribute to 
world peace, and surely would contribute to 
the progress of under-developed nations for 
which excessive armaments are costly if not 
unnecessary. The Anglo-French proposal de- 
serves exploration. 


The President’s Omission 


The tragic suicide of Korean Vice President- 
elect Lee Ki-Poong and his wife and two sons 
illustrates the degree to which members of 
the Rhee party felt themselves discredited. At 
his press conference, President Eisenhower 
showed ignorance or lack of confidence in the 
State Department when he indicated there 
was a question in his mind as to the March 
15 election irregularities that brought down 
the Rhee government. 

Apparently the State Department’s infor- 
mation was correct and adequate, and the 
action taken was in the best tradition of 
American diplomacy. 

Mr. Eisenhower reacted in characteristic 
fashion to other news conference questions 
about Korea. He was diplomatic when he 
denied that the United States had interfered 
in the Asian country’s internal affairs, and he 
was gracious when he congratulated President 
Syngman Rhee on his “statesmanlike” action 
in resigning. He was being kind when he im- 
plied that Rhee’s age (at least 85) had some- 
thing to do with the errors of his regime. 

We could wish that Mr. Eisenhower had 
been thoughtful enough to say a word .of 
praise for Secretary Herter and the foreign 
service professionals who saw the opportu- 
nity in Korea to apply United States power at 
precisely the right time, in the right way and 
for the right purpose. Perhaps no praise is 
necessary. Two pictures have told the story 
to the world. One shows a group of Korean 
rioters tenderly folding the American flag to 
preserve it from harm; the other shows a 
group of smiling Korean people cheering our 
ambassador to Seoul, Walter P. McConaughy, 

Our ambassadors have not always been ac- 
claimed by the people, as differentiated from 
the governments, of the countries to which 
they are accredited. All too often, as was 
the case in Korea, the United States has 
found itself supporting unpopular or dicta- 
torial regimes. The import of what happened 
in Korea will not be lost on Asia or on Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

There is no way of knowing at this time 
what individual, or group, was responsible 
for charting recent United States Korean pol- 
icy. Certainly Ambassador McConaughy, as 
the man on the spot, is entitled to much 


credit. He is a cool-headed career diplomat 


whose ability has been tested in Mexico, 


/ 


Japan, South America, Burma, China and 
Washington in the last 29 years. He was as- 
signed to Korea only about three months ago. 
It is possible that the State Department fore- 
saw correctly the trend of events in Korea 
and prepared in advance. In any event, the 
department merits a “well done.” 


Conflict of Interest 

Council Chairman Abramson has been 
caught in so shocking a conflict of interest 
involving a zoning bill as to shake public con- 
fidence in his ability to function as a member 
of the county’s chief legislative body. 

Mr. Abramson sold a $25,000 insurance 
policy to a residential developer in whose be- 
half he has been trying to over-rule the 
County Planning Commission and spot-zone a 
small tract in the Schuetz road-Lackland road 
area. On top of that he admits selling insur- 
ance to several other real estate subdividers 
who had zoning matters which came before 
the Council. 

In defense he says, “I'll be surprised if it 
amounted to $150 after taxes,” referring to 
his commission on the $25,000 policy. No- 
body knows yet what it amounted to; it might 
have been more than $150. But that is not 
the point. An elected public official should 
bend over backwards to avoid doing business 
with anybody whose cases he has occasion to 
vote on. 

This is especially true in light of the back- 
scratching “legislative courtesy” that Mr. Ab- 
ramson and at least four other members of 
the Council have been practicing. Under 
this abuse of the legislative process, the vari- 
ous Councilmen give one another the whole 
say on zoning and other matters affecting 
their districts. A couple of St. Louis alder- 
men went to the Workhouse several years 
ago when many members of the city’s legisla- 
tive body were playing the same game of 
“aldermanic courtesy.” 

If Mr. Abramson, leader of the Council’s 
Democratic majority, wants to sell insurance 
to county developers, then he ought to get 
off the Council. This is a job for impartial 
public service. To use it as a device for pick- 
ing up private business opportunities is to re- 
veal a contempt for public affairs that is 
most demeaning.

The main significance of the Pennsylvania 
primary is further confirmation of the proba- 
bility that Vice President Nixon has the Re- 
publican presidential nomination cinched. Mr. 
Nixon did not campaign; Gov. Rockefeller, not 
now an avowed candidate, made two appear- 
ances in the state last week. It is true that 
Mr. Nixon’s name alone was on the ballot, yet 
the New Yorker received only 10,000 write-in 
votes while Mr. Nixon ran up a total of 
944,000 in 8838 out of 9013 precincts. 

Mr. Nixon’s total was greater than the 
863,000 votes received by Gen. Eisenhower 
in 1952, but Mr. Eisenhower then had two 
strong opponents—Senator Taft and Harold 
E. Stassen. Their combined vote was 299,000. 
Four years ago President Eisenhower received 
951,000 votes. Mr. Nixon’s performance prac- 
tically assures him of Pennsylvania’s 60 con- 
vention delegates, one of whom is Mr. Stas- 
sen. Mr. Stassen conducted an abortive stop- 
Nixon drive in 1956, and is reported planning 
another. Since he has been steadily losing 
influence, there appears little chance for its 
success if it does materialize. 


Any stop-Nixon movement will also need 
stronger leadership than that offered by the 
eccentric Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff, 
Nebr., the man who created an uproar at the 
1956 convention trying to nominate a mythi- 
cal Joe Smith for Vice President. Mr. Carpen- 
ter, now running for Governor in Nebraska 
and still anxious for publicity for his filling 
station business, says he will nominate Gov. 
Rockefeller for President at the July conven- 
tion unless specifically asked not to. 

Mr. Carpenter probably is right when he 
says that if Mr. Nixon has no contest at the 
convention he “will rue the day.” A prede- 
termined nomination, as Mr. Carpenter says, 
might “give credence to the thought many 
have that the Republican party is not a party 
of the people.” But there isn’t going to be a 
contest if its only leadership falls to the Stas- 
sens and the Carpenters, and everybody else 
seems to be keeping mighty quiet. 


One Vote Required 


It appears that those who want to strength- 
en St. Louis’s fair employment practices ordi- 
nance have found the vote they need, and 
that is all to the good. The measure failed by 
one vote in the last session when Alderman 
Alfred I. Harris, whose help proponents had 
counted on, absented himself. He has now 
joined with seven other Aldermen who sup- 
ported the proposal last time in reintroducing 
the bill that failed. Let us hope it is brought 
to a vote and passed soon. Public funds and 
public contracts should not be the occasions 
for racial discrimination, as has been the 
case. A strengthened ordinance on fair em- 
ployment practices is necessary to carry out 
the proper policy. 


The Hope in a Failure 


It is a disappointment that the conference 
on the law of the sea, at Geneva, has come to 
an end after six weeks without producing an 
agreement on territorial waters or on fishing 
rights. Yet there is food for hope even in 
that failure. 

The conference just ended came closer, far 
closer to solving those thorniest of all the 
problems than did its predecessor of two 
years ago. The delegations from Canada, 
Britain and the United States performed with 
a most commendable skill for compromise 
and maneuver. At the pinch, their proposal 
for a six-mile belt of territorial waters and a 
six-mile fishing zone fell only a single vote 
short of the two thirds necessary, with six of 
the 88 nations abstaining. 

A bloc of Asian, African and Latin-Ameri-, 
can countries was the ostensible spearhead of 
opposition, but the central obstacle was the 
Soviet Union. It would, in fact, seem a ques- 
tion whether the Soviet really wants an agree- 
ment on these scores, or whether it estimates 
that its national interests would be best served 
by leaving them in a state of uncertainty. 

In any event, the case for law and order 
on the high seas has been brought a step 
nearer realization, a compromise plan with a 
high degree of acceptance stands ready for 
further use, and pending a third conference 
there is much this country can do to persuade 
other nations they can best serve their own 
interests by throwing in their economic lots

conference.”

The episcopal address took no- 
tice of deep divisions in the 
church over race relations, add- 
ing that “‘the problem may even 


get worse before its gets bet-| 


ter.” 

“One thing, however, is sure,” 
they stated. “‘The pattern of the 
relations o the races, based 
upon any theory of superiority- 
inferiority, has been shattered 
beyond reassertion both in secu- 
lar life and in the church.”

ping, you’ ll find fairly good buys 
in many of the items that have 
become “s.andard” on outdoor 
cooking menus. 


In the meat market, pork is 
still the best buy this week. 
Good, meaty spareribs are at- 
tractively priced, with pork 
loins. Boston butts and shoulders 
also on the good buy list. Bacon 
is also moderately priced as are 
frankfurters and wieners., 


The most attractive values in 
beef are chuck roasts and fore- 
quarter cuts, all of which can 
be grilled with tasty results. 
Lamb is expensive and there is 
very little veal to be had. Poul- 
try prices remain about the same 
as last week, with lower quality 
chickens at lower prices. 


The second most important 
dish on any barbecue menu is 
the salad, and many salad in- 
gredients are good buys. Celery 
and carrots are both good bar- 
gains now as are green onions 
and radishes. Green peppers 
vary in price, the smaller sizes 
being the best buy. Tomatoes 
are plentiful and of good quality 
but more moderately priced than 
cheap. Most of these are shipped 
but the first greenhouse toma- 
toes of the season are now 
making an appearance. Iceburg 
lettuce, greens, escarole, green 
beans and beets are all moder- 
ately priced, but cucumbers are 
still expensive. There is a wide 
range in prices of cabbage, run- 
ning according to quality. For 
the fancier salad, you'll find avo- 
cados of good quality and mod- 
erate price. 


Corn is running moderate to 
high but the real lover of corn 
roasted over the pit won’t mind 
the price for the quality. 

Green, tender stalks of home- 
grown asparagus are more plen- 
tiful now and this spring treat 
won't work a hardship on the 
budget. 

Cauliflower, squash, turnips, 
eggplant and dry onions are all 
listed as moderately priced. Lo- 
cally-grown spigach is being of- 
fered at fairly low prices but it 
is not of the finest quality. 

You'll want new potatoes for 
your potato salad and the prices 


for these are steadily lowering. . 


There is still a fair supply of old 
potatoes, with the russets selling 
at higher prices than the reds. 


Now is the time for fresh 
rhubarb pie and rhubarb sauce. 
There is. a plentiful supply of 
tender homegrown rhubarb at 
real bargain prices. 

Bananas are also an excellent 
buy in the fruit market. About 
the only apples left are North- 
westerns and they are expensive. 
Grapes, too, are light in supply 
with only California Emperors 
available, but at fairly moderate 
prices considering their scarcity. 
Strawberries and watermelons 
are both available but their 
prices put them in the “luxury 
item” class.

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GAO FINDS WASTE 
INSOME OF ARMY 
AR SHIPMENTS 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (UPI) 
_—The Army moved a man from 
San Antonio, Tex., to Karachi, 
Pakistan, and shipped his house» 
hold goods by commercial plane 
at a cost of $14,830, Government 
auditors said yesterday. 


| They said the shipment could 
_ have been sent by ship for $1749 
and as it turned out the shipment 
would have arrived in Pakistan 
a week sooner than it did. 


Among other household effects 
which the General Accounting 
Office told Congress it found on 
other recent military commercial 
air shipments were a piano sent 
to Spain and a model ship flown 
home from France. There also 
was a sled shipped from the 
United States to Metz, France~ 
in May. 

The GAO, which keeps watch 
on Government spending for 
Congress, said this and m 
other items shipped by the mili- 
| tary at commercial air rates 
could just as well have been 
_sent by water for a fraction of 
the cost. 


In a feport to the House and 
Senate, the agency said a samp- 
ling of. military air shipments of 
household goods turned up 13 
cases in which the air freight 
bill ran to $125,470. The esti- 
mated cost of surface transport 
was $23,000. 

In some cases, it said, a delay 
would not have mattered. In 
others, it said the shipments 
actually would have arrived 
lier by sea than they did by

that the Army paid $48,625.55, in- 
stead of $4,862.55, to ship one 
serviceman’s furniture and ef- 
fects from New York to Asmara, 
Eritrea. 

The error was not noticed un 
_ til the GAO started investigating. 
_Now the Government is trying 

to recover its money. 

The GAO said steps should be 
taken to stop such waste. The 
Army, at its suggestion, has is- 
sued new orders, it said, while 
the Air Force still is studying 
the matter.

CLARK INVOLVED 
NPAYOLA, THEE 
NNHOUSE BELEVE 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
—Three House members said to- 
day they have little or no doubt 
that Dick Clark is involved in 
payola. 

Clark, a_ television network 
disk jockey, says he has not 
taken undercover payments or 
favors for promoting records. 

A witness testified yesterday 
that Clark had received $31,575 
for advising a record firm on 
what tunes would sell well. He 
said also that Clark was allowed 
to buy a one-fourth interest in 
a Philadelphia record firm for 
$125—an interest he said Clark 
sold last year for about $15,000. 

Representative John E. Moss 
(Dem.), California, a member of 
the House Legislative Oversight 
subcommittee which is looking 


into broadcasting practices, said | 


today ‘‘it appears Clark took a 
profitable form of payola. 

“His methods were different 
but he appears to have explored 
every possible avenue for cash- 
ing in. He has meticulously put 
together a vehicle for avoiding 
the appearance of payola with- 
out losing any of the benefits.” 

The committee heard two wit- 
nesses in closed-door sessions to- 


would comment on testimony re- 
ceived. 

Clark, a favorite of teen-agers, 
is due to appear tomorrow be- 
fore the subcommittee. His name 
has come up often in two days 
of reopened hearings on under- 
over influences that may con- 
trol the kind of music heard on 
radio and television. 

Representatives John B. Ben- 
nett (Rep.), Michigan, and Pe- 
ter F. Mack (Dem.), Illinois, 
agreed largely with Moss’s com- 
ment to a reporter,

7 COLLEGE STUDENTS FINED 
FOR FIGHT WITH POLICE 


BELOIT, Wis., April 27 (AP) 
—Seven Beloit College students 
involved in a waterfight that 
turned into a melee with police 
were fined $30 apiece in munici- 
pal court today. Another stu- 
dent and a dormitory switch- 
board operator pleaded not 
guilty and demanded trials. 

The students were taken into 
custody the night of April 22. 
The demonstration began with a 
traditional waterfight on fra- 
ternity row. Suddenly it erupted 
into a mud-slinging, water-toss- 
ing, stone-throwing fracas. Two 
police squad cars were drenched 
with water, splattered with mud 
and dented by stones. The wind- 
shield and red signal light of a 
fire truck were shattered. 


5 NEGROES IN ILO 
ATACK WATE YOUT 


BILOXI, Miss., April 28 (AP)— 
The uneasy peace which settled 
over this Gulf Coast resort town 
after Sunday’s racial violence 
was broken last night when six 


Negroes beat a 17-year-old white 
youth with clubs and wire cables. 
Alvin Arnold Flowers was at- 
tacked shortly befor edark on 
a deserted street near the beach. 
He said an automobile full of 
Negroes pulled up behind him. 

“I looked back and two of 
them were out of the car and 
on me before I could run,” 
Flowers said. He noted the car 
had Louisiana license plates. 

Flowers said five of the Ne- 
groes beat him with clubs and 
what looked like wrapped wire 
cables. His face was swollen and 
his arms and upper body were 
laced with red welts. 

Police withheld information on 
the attack until 6 a.m. today. 
They feared reprisals by whites. 

The attack occurred near the 
beach where Sunday’s mob vio- 
lence began when groups of 
white teen-agers set upon Ne- 
groes who ventured onto the pre- 
viously segregated beaches. Eight 
| Negroes and two white men were 
wounded by shotgun blasts Sun- 
day night. None was hurt seri- 
ously. 

Later, a mob of white persons 
milled around the old courthouse, 
grabbing and beating Negroes 
as they walked by. 

At Jackson, the Legislature has 


voted for prison terms up to ty 
years for anyone inciting a riot 
in which a person is killed or 
injured. The bill was sent to 
Gov. Ross Barnett. If he signs 
it at once the law may be used 
at Biloxi this weekend. 

The bill was approved in the 
Senate yesterday “morning then 
rushed to the House for unan- 
imous approval. 

There have been reports that 
Negroes would make a new at- 
tempt to swim off the beach this 
weekend. 


TOP GAMBLERS OF § STATES 
SAID TO HAVE MET IN EAST 


NEW YORK, April 28 (AP)— 
A conference of gambling syndi- 
cate leaders from at least five 
‘states was held in Massachusetts 
last December, a state commis- 
sion investigating gambling was 
told today. 

Attorney General Edward J. 
McCormack Jr. of Massachu- 
setts said the “little Apalachin 
meeting” was held about the 
same time that two unsolved 
murders, believed to be related 
to the gambling racket, occurred. 

McCormack said the meeting, 
held in a Worcester hotel, was 
attended by delegates from 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsyl- 
vania. He said occupants of 15 
rooms in the hotel ran up an

warfare, his implication that 
his challengers choke up when 
they meet him cheek to jowl, 
the famed Drake Relays will 
take on added interest this 
weekend at Des Moines. 
There, O’Brien, 28-year-old 
Olympic champion and recog- 


nized record holder, will op- 
pose two of his prominent 
rivals—Bill Nieder, the for- 


mer Kansas star who now is 
an Army lieutenant, and Dave 
Davis, now majoring in muscle 
since he dropped out of college 
at Southern California. The on- 
ly one of the world’s four best 
shot putters not entered is 
Dallas Long, U.S.C. sopho- 
more. 

Although it’s Nieder who has 
put the shot the farthest—65 
feet 7 inches at the Texas Re- 
lays three weeks ago—it’s 19- 
year-old Long for whom bank 
vice president O’Brien appar- 
ently has the most respect, Joe 
Garagiola and Stan Musial 
concluded after talking to Par- 
ry in Hollywood recently. 

‘He called *’em all ‘pasture 
throwers’,” said Garagiola 
“but he seemed to think the 
most of Long.” 

The California boy with the 
Texas first name, Dallas not 
only is the youngest, but also 
—at 260 pounds—the largest of 
the fabulous fleshy foursome 
that makes the 16-pound iron 
sphere seem like a feather in 
the breeze. 


Pressure Factor 

Twenty-five years ago Swed- 
ish scientists, applying prin- 
ciples that to a sports writer 
are as confusing as a smorgas- 
bord, decided that the shot put 
was one of only two track and 
field events in which man had 
reached his potential. The 440- 
yard dash was the other. 

At the time Jack Torrance, 
the giant from Louisiana State, 
held the shot put record, man’s 
attainable maximum was un- 
der 58 feet. Now Nieder has 
gone over 66 feet in a warm- 
up toss. And he envisions a 
goal of 67 feet. 

“Competition,” the former 
K.U. star told Tex Maule of 
Sports Illustrated, ‘“‘can add 
two or three feet.”’ 

The way O’Brien sees it, 
though, the way he put the 
conversation rather than the 
shot, cémpetition also can sub- 
tract feet. Pressure does affect 
some folks more than others, 
One guy can chip tiddly winks 
into cup like Bill Sharman 
shooting free throws. Until, 
that is, someone bets him a 
malted milk or a match stick. 
Then he can’t plink one into 
Grand Canyon. 

The great ones, though, are 
at their best when the heat 
is on. That’s O’Brien. Remem- 
ber him in the dua] meet last 
summer with Russia at Phila- 
delphia? 

He trailed teammate Davis 
with one attempt left. Parry 
dropped a towel on the 63- 
foot 2-inch mark, his~ own 
world record. Then with a 
grunt he heaved the shot a 
fraction beyond for a new in- 
ternational standard. O’Brien 
scooped up his towel with a 
fine air of bravado that show- 
ed he was one Irishman with 
more ham in him than Paddy’s 
pig. 


‘Senior Citizen’ 

Although O’Brien still holds 
the recognized world record 
at 63-4, Nieder, Long and Davis 
have been bettering it unof- 
ficially so often that when the 
Olympic champion exceeded 
his own standard by an inch 
recently at Tempe, Ariz., a 
spectator bawled: 

“O’Brien, that was 
good—a month ago.’’ 

The implication that he’s 
only fourth best now must cut 
as deeply as one of the an- 
tique edged weapons he col- 
lects..

‘Troubled Minds 


In a Strong Drama 


NEW YORK, April 28. 

“JOURNEY TO THE DAY” edges the art of playwriting 
even closer to case history than it now is, and that is perilous- 
ly close. This “Playhouse 90” script was written by Roger 
O. Hirson after extensive research at Columbus State Hos- 
pital in Ohio and at the 
psychiatric division of St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in New 
York City. 

The play consists of the 
group therapy sessions of 
six patients, talking at 
random about anything at 
all, but that is plenty to 
provide startling flashes of 
drama that were some 
times unbearably poig- 
nant. Actually, this is an 
old dramatic device, trap- 
ping diverse people in a 
room. Agatha Christie did 
it in “Ten Little Indians” 
for thrills. Robert E. 
Sherwood did it in “‘Pet- 
rified Forest” for a slight- 
ly more serious dramatic 
purpose. James M. Bar- 
rie did it in “Dear Brutus” 
for dramatic irony. 


But here the group therapists are following the 
playwright’s footsteps (the artists are always intuitive- 
ly ahead of the scientists), observing clinically what 
sparks diverse people strike off one another. I sup- 
pose communication is the great theme of our time. 
In “The Miracle Worker” the great problem was how 
to get into the mind of a deaf, dumb and blind girl. 
Here, the problem is how to get into six twisted human 
beings who have built walls of varying degrees of 
thickness between themselves and the world. In 
many ways it is a harder problem.

The six patients are a woman suffering from involutional 
depression (Mary Astor), an unsuccessful actor who is a 
manic depressive (Mike Nichols), a catatonic so withdrawn 
from the world she is unable to speak (Vivian Nathan), a 
hebephrenic schizophrenic whose emotions are terribly in- 
appropriate to her experiences or thoughts (Janice Rule), a 
morally irresponsible psychopath (James Dunn), a young 
paranoid boy (Peter Votrian). 

Just assembling this group of misfits around a table is 
dramatically interesting to start out with. The first sessions 
are not terribly productive, but then as the patients get to 
know one another and to respond, there is an awakening 
of interest, an unflowering of personality and sudden stabbing 
revelations into the bottom of those tortured, ultra-modern 
souls. 

The villain of the crowd is James Dunn, a bully, who 
taunts Mike Nichols for his failings as an actor and the 
young boy for his mother’s indifference. Still, villains have 
their uses, and as the sparks fly upward there are flashes of 
self-recognition. And with each flash of self-understanding 
the personalities get a little more recognizably human, a 
little less tense, a little more capable of coping with existence. 
Because this is honest drama, there are no complete re- 
coveries, some very partial ones, some hardly at all. (The 
catatonic issues only a strangled “Don’t,” her only word, 
before subsiding back behind her blank wall.) 


You, the viewer, can’t help but feel that the dif- 
ferences between sanity and insanity are very thin 
indeed—simply extensions to unreasonable lengths of 
evasions and rationalizations we all use. It’s very 
fresh, wonderfully unexpected but, I must admit, 
fairly formless drama. Occasionally it was a little 
too pat to be quite believable. 


For instance, a vote to expel the unspeakable Mr. Dunn 
dredges up from Miss Rule the opinion that no one should 
ever be locked out—and that, of course, leads to the reve- 
lation she once locked her father out of her affections. That's 
what's the matter with her and it comes up too easily. But 
there are no complete solutions. The actors all have a field 
day with their little eccentricities and delusions. Mary Astor 
gave a particularly honest performance as a highly unattrac- 
tive woman. Mike Nichols made his dramatic debut and 
was vivid in his strident part. He ought to do more of this. 
Janice Rule was lovely and appealing, and the most human 
of the lot. Dunn. was just great in his unappetizing part. 

John Frankenheimer’s direction was, as always, wildly 
imaginative if occasionally a little too obtrusive. Altogether, 
I think it was one of the memorable plays “Playhouse 90” 
has done. What is especially important is that it has broken 
new ground, pushed the frontiers back a little, explored new 
territory with the old confidence TV drama once had in such 
great quantities.

The Census Takers Had Their

THE BIG COUNT-UP, the 
national census, was finishing its 
leg-work the other day when I 
called at the Census Bureau here 
to determine how the regional 
director, Jack W. Traverse Jr., 
was bearing up. Traverse can 
be graded “‘Good,” both in health 
and humor. He came out of 
the census standing remarkably 
erect, considering the number of 
people. he’s had on his back. 

Traverse directed the census- 
taking in Missouri and Arkansas 
and his region won the national 
publicity title in March, well be- 
fore the census began on April 
1. Teddy Nadler, the noted 
memorizer and big-money win- 
ner on quiz shows, took the test 
here to be an enumerator. He 


enumerators. People who 
passed the test felt real good 
about it—they’d won a quiz 


The census divided into two , 


waves of contact for Traverse. 
Early in the census he had calls 
from irate householders. They 
called to say they had stayed 
home all week and hadn't seen 
hide nor hair of an enumerator 
and what kind of a census was 
he running, anyway? Later in 
the census he heard from irate 
enumerators. They'd been on

their feet day and night and 
hadn’t seen hide nor hair of 
householders. They quit. 

Disenchanted enumerators 
were Traverse’s problem. They 
were the problem of any census 
official with a large city in his 
region. Large cities just don’t 
like to stand still and be counted. 
Traverse believes the census in 
St. Louis should have been com- 
pleted by April 15, two weeks 
after it began. On April 15 only 
332 of the 790 census areas in 
the city had been declared se- 
cure and counted. 


“Everybody started at the 
same time, with the same num- 
ber of households, approxi- 
mately, and there is no reason 
why they shouldn’t have been 
completed by April 15, or 99 per 
cent completed,”’ Traverse said. 
“If everybody had done the 
things they were told to do we'd 
as been finished by then. 

veryone received the same 
careful instructions but some 
people thought they were back 
in school and let the instructions 
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go in one ear and out the other. 
“Enumerators agreed to work 
eight hours a day, three days a 
week, and the great majority of 
them did. Most enumerators ap- 
proached this job as a duty. But 
there are always a few excep- 
tions, people who would work 
three hours and call it a day.” 
Traverse estimates that only 
2 or 3 per cent of the whole 
corps of enumerators in his 
region deserted or failed in 
action, a remarkably low cas- 
ualty rate for an exhausting 
and sometimes defeating door- 
to-door hunt. Enumerators 
braved the defiant, the drunk, 
the suspicious and people who 
just plain had seen all the bill 
collectors they wanted for that 
day and weren’t opening the 
door again. 


The word Traverse used for 
the lost enumerators was “‘baf- 
fled.” Some of the baffled were 
salvaged. Some were constantly

Contract Bridge

THE OPENING LEAD often 
has an important bearing upon 
the result of a hand. Here is a 
hand I once played in a board- 
a-match team of four tourna- 
ment where I had plenty of rea- 
son to regret my opening lead. 

In board-a-match events each 
deal counts as a separate unit. 


One team is pitted against an- 
other team, each playing the 


. identical hand. The idea is to 


get a better score on the deal 
than the opposing team. You 
either win the board, lose it, or, 
in case of a tie, halve it. 
Outscoring your opponents by 
10 points is, therefore, not worth 
any less than outscoring them 


by 2000. All you get in eithtr 
case is a point for winning the 
board. 

The bidding at my table went 
as shown. Both opponents having 
cuebid spades, I decided to at- 
tack with the queen of diamonds. 
Declarer won the ace, played 
the ace and another heart, and 
then cashed the jack. 

After running four club tricks, 
South cashed another heart, pro- 
ducing this position: 


led the jack of spades. As a re- 
sult, he made six for a score 
of 680 points. 


At the other table, my team- 
mates, on a different sequence 
of bids, also reached four hearts. 
But West, on lead, made the 
mama-papa lead of the A-K of 
spades, later got a diamond 
trick, and held declarer to five 
spades—650 points. 

So we lost the board.

Man River:” They seem to have an enduring dice 
game going on the lower deck.

The pilots do the steering from the wheelhouse with a 
pair of tiller arms.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Paradox of Ulcers 


ONE OF THE STRANGEST THINGS about stomach ulcers 
is that while we know how to treat them we don’t know what 
causes them. This phenomenon is close to being the exact 
opposite of most of the things which plague us healthwise. 
Usually we don’t know much about treating an illness until 
we find out what causes it. 

That is why an article in the Journal of Diseases of Chil- 
dren carries such interest. The Journal is one of the several 
publications of the American Medical Association. 

The article, by three University of Chicago physicians, 
Drs. Roberto Romas, Joseph B. Kirshner and Walter L. 
Palmer, comments that such ulcers (either ulcers of the stom- 
ach itself or of the connecting duodenum) should ‘“‘not be 
considered rare” when they are discovered in children. 


Several years ago it was pointed out by experts in 
this field that children, even babies, sometimes were 
discovered to have such ulcers, and when I say 
“babies,” I mean just that. There are occasional cases 
when such ulcers have been detected in infants only 
a few months old. 


The probability is that these ‘‘rare” instances represented 
only the exceptional cases in which the condition could be 
discovered or suspected. After all, a very young baby cannot 
point to a spot and say, “It hurts here!” And since the pres- 
ence of an ulcer in a child so young is uncommon, the ‘“‘cross 
baby” is not very often suspected of having an ulcer. There 
are other things which more often are responsible! 


However, the University of Chicago study of adults with. 


ulcers shows that about 2 per cent of them had symptoms in 
childhood (as young as 4 years old) which fitted the symptoms 
of a gastric or duodenal ulcer. This doesn’t mean they had 
such ulcers, but it is a reasonable supposition. 

We can be sure that ulcers in such little ones weren’t 
caused by “‘the pressure of business worries,” and they weren’t 
caused by liquor, or smoking, or eating too-highly-spiced 
foods. We don’t know what caused them. 


What use is this information to us? Just this: 
While we don’t know what causes such ulcers, we do 
know that if we avoid the things which irritate them, 
we have a very good chance of letting them heal. Or 
at least of letting them heal to the degree at which 
they don’t annoy us. 


After all, what is an ulcer? It’s a sore. And if we can 
calm our nerves, avoid eating highly-spiced foods, quit smok- 
ing, keep drinking at a minimum, and perhaps use medica- 
tions which prevent the stomach motion from being too vigor- 
ous, the ulcers in the majority of cases stop bothering us. 

So doit ask your doctor what caused the ulcer. Just go 
along with his best advice about the things that keep the ulcer 
from bothering you.

And so the gift from America 
means hope in a village where 
poverty is as old as the cracks 
in the walls of the houses hug- 
ging the mountainside. Most 
people began to make plans 
with their new money. 

But poverty is so engrained 
here that some villagers refused 
to believe anyone would give 
them anything without a catch 
in it; they refused to sign the 
stock papers. Others accepted 
the gift but refused to spend any 
of it. 

San Marco is tucked away in 
the rugged Apennine mountains 
about 30 miles south of the great 
port city of Genoa and 10 miles 
inland from the plush Riviera. 
But the Riviera and Genoa are 
in one world, San Marco in an- 
other. 

Even the biggest maps over- 
look it. 

The main highway misses it 
by a good three miles. The road 
into San Marco is little more 
than a rocky, mountain path, 
barely wide enough for a small 
car, 

A score or two of houses, 
grizzled and cracked with age, 
make up San Marco. There are 
no streets. Steep, slippery foot- 
paths connect the homes, sprawl- 
ing over a 2000-foot-high hill with 
terrace after terrace of potato 
fields. The only store adjoining 
the only bar is perched a quar- 
ter of a mile up the hill from 
the tiny village church. 

There are no private tele- 
phones. The only television set 
is in the bar. Only one villager 
owns an automobile, and he uses 
it only for hire. Chickens wander 
about safely. 

Little more than 100 years ago 
—in 1858—the Avanzino family 
adopted an infant boy. The or- 
phan grew up with the name of 


‘Leopoldo Saturno. Nobody re- 


members why the boy was given 
that name or where he came 
from. 

At the time San Marco had 
twice as many residents, but its 
rocky fields could not support 
them all. Hungry stomachs 
spurred many ambitious village 
youngsters to leave. They went 
to America, to Australia, to other 
European countries. 

When Leopoldo Saturno was 20, 
he, too, left for the United 
States. Ten years later he sent 
for an orphan girl of the village 
and married her. 

In Reno, Nev., he built up a 
fortune in real estate. He cor- 
responded regularly with the 
Avanzinos. Then in 1919 he died, 


and the letters stopped coming, | 


San Marco all but forgot the 
name of Saturno. 

Then suddenly last year—40 
years after his death—San Marco 
heard the name again, in an elec- 
trifying way. Saturno’s two 
wealthy sons, Joseph and Victor, 
decided to do something for their 
father’s hometown. They had 
never seen it. But they had 
heard him and their mother talk 
about it. They hit on the idea 
of gifts of bank stock—gifts 
worth a third of a million dollars 
altogether. 

Bank of America officials de- 
livered stock certificates last 
Nov. 8. 

There were skeptics in Italy 
who said the villagers would sell 
their stock as soon as they got 
it and would then squander the 
money. 

However, the skeptics over- 
looked the reputation for frugal- 
ity among residents of the Genoa 
area. Italians call the Genoese 
the Scotch of Italy. 

If anyone has sold his stock, 
he has not admitted it publicly. 

“It’s not that we haven't had 
a chance to,” said 36-year-old 
Telma Avanzino, whose great- 
grandparents reared 
Saturno. “The ‘truffatori’ (con- 
fidence men) came into San 
Marco the day after we received 
our stock certificates. But I don’t

If Leopoldo Saturno were alive 
and returned to San Marco to- 
day, he would have no trouble 


s stone, 
covered with stucco cracked with 
age and rotting away. Some of 
the rooms have dirt floors, swept 
as clean as marble. In other 
rooms there are worn wooden 
floors. 

About the only change in the 
years since Leopoldo Saturno 
left has been fresh whitewash on 
the inner walls. It has a new 
coat now, thanks to the dividend 
check from the stock gifts of 
Saturno’s sons. And four new 
little flower pots now stand in a 
window. 

One San Marco widow and her 
daughter have had so much 
misery in their lives they could 
not believe that someone was 
trying to help them. They re- 
fused to sign receipts for the 
stock, 


“Nobody in this world gives 
away money without asking 
something in exchange,” said 


‘Miss Gentile Cassinelli, 57. 


“Never .put your signature on 
anything and you'll keep out of 
trouble,” said her mother, Vir- 
ginia Cassinelli, 81, 

They live on the edge of San 
Marco, in a dilapidated one-room 
stone house set apart from the 
other homes. Bank officials, the 
local priest, other townspeople 
all visited them, trying to get 
them to accept the bank stock. 

But the Cassinellis became 
angrier and angrier. They re- 
fused to see anyone, and bank 
officials finally stopped bother-

ing them, hoping that eventually 
they would sign for the stock 
which is being kept for them. 

Originally 53-year-old Mario 
Cassinelli, the widow’s son, also 
refused to sign. But when he 
felt the crisp new bills a friend 
received as a dividend, he 
changed his mind. 

Each block of stock is ex- 
pected to bring an annual divi- 
dend payment of between $40 
and $50. In San Marco, Michele 
Lercari estimated, this is enough 
to pay the expenses of four peo- 
ple for a month. 

“We get potatoes from our 
fields, and milk from our cows,”’ 
he said. “We have no rent to 
pay because most of us own our 
homes. .They’ve been in our 
families for years. Our big ex- 
penses are for cooking oils, a 
little electricity, some clothing. 
We don’t often have meat. With 
the dividends we can buy a little 
more meat, a little more fuel.” 

Lercari is the hamlet’s closest 
thing to a business man. His 
family owns its only bar, its only 
store, its only television set. 

He has a good idea what the 
villagers can afford and what 
they buy. “In my store I sell a 
little bit of everything,” he said, 
“and of everything I only sell 
a little bit.” 

The Lercari family is probably 
San Marco’s most prosperous. 
But that is not saying much. 
Lercari’s unshaven, weather- 
beaten face is drawn by years of 
labor. He has an easy smile, 
but not a pretty one. He needs 
dental work which he cannot 
afford. 

In all, the Lercari family has 
nine members, making it San 
As a result it 


has received more Bank of 
America stock than any other 
San Marco family. The 49-year- 
old Lercari said he had found 
oe eee oe 


oa yee two sons studying en- 
gineering at Genoa,” he said. 
“To keep them there we have 
had to do without a few things.” 

Eugenio Rosasco, 49, also plans 
to use the dividends to keep a 
son in Genoa, where he is study- 
ing engineering. 

Rosasco lives down near the 
foot of the hill. His field is a 
tiny terrace a half mile up the 
hill. Every day Rosasco toils 
up to the field. Now he was on 
his way down, carrying a heavy 
bundle of twigs on his back. 
He put the bundle down. It was 
cold but Rosasco was perspiring. 
He took out a big handkerchief 
and wiped his thick red neck. 

“These terraces are too small 
for machines,” he said, “We 
could not buy a tractor or farm 
implement if we wanted. They 
would not work here. But may- 


how to build better roads, how 
to make the terraces bigger, 
how to make our lives better.” 

He fingered his woolen shirt. 
It had been repaired so often 
it looked like a patchwork quilt, 
He ran his hand over a worn 
beret. ‘“We could use some new 
clothes,” he said, “But the 
boy’s schooling is’ more im- 
portant.” 

Others in: the village also 
thought of schooling. The little, 
one-room school of San Marco 
has 14 children, divided into 
five classes, All the children 
have received gifts of stock. All 
their parents are saving their

dividends so the children can 
go on to secondary school in 
nearby Cicagna and then maybe 
to college. 

Little, 18-month-old Orietta Pe- 
razzo is the youngest in San 
Marco to receive the stock gift. 
Her father, Tommaso, 40, has 
vowed not to spend her dividend 
payments. 

“When she is 15 or 16 she will 
have $600 or $700,” he said. 
That’s a small fortune. We have 
good intentions, that she should 
use this for school. But who 
knows? Maybe some of it, or 
all of it, will have to go for 
her dowry If it does, it would 
be a dowry like San Marco has 
never seen.” 

He smiled at his plumpish, 27- 
year-old wife Maria. ‘‘Orietta 
will have a better life than we 
had,”’ the woman said, adjusting 
the ribbons which divided Oriet- 
ta’s long, dark hair into two pig- 
tails. 

Lercari’s 86-year-old father, 
Michele Lercari Sr., one of the 

town’s oldest residents, is going 
along with plans to spend the 
dividends on his grandsons’ 
schooling. But he has his own 
ideas how some of the money 
should be spent. 


“We need a church up here,” 
the elder Lercari said, peering 
over nickel-plated spectacles 
perched on his nose. Most of the 
houses in San Marco are near 
the top of the hill. The village 
church is far below. It is a 
tough hike for an old man with 
a cane. 


“But others need to fix their 
homes, to buy food. This Ameri- 
can gift will make our lives 
sweeter, sweeter, sweeter. Life 
has been hard, hard, hard....” 


But the villagers of San Marco 
are not likely to agree to a col- 
lective project like a church, 
San Marco’s houses stand in five 
groups, and each group could be 
expected to claim the church for 
itself. 

It happened when the villagers 
wanted to build a memorial to 
Leopoldo Saturno. Each of the 
groups insisted the memorial 
should be located in its area, 


On New Year’s day the vil- 
lagers went to church and 
prayed for harmony. Then they 
appointed a committee of five, 
one from each group of homes, 
to work out the dispute. They 
decided to build the memorial in 
a hillside clearing a few feet 
from the Avanzino home where 
Saturno grew up. 


It is to consist of busts of Sa- 
turno and his wife Teresa which 
a sculptor from ‘a nearby Rivi- 
era town is to create from old 
photos. The cost should be .less 
than $900, each villager chipping 
in a little from his dividend 
money. 

They have written Saturno’s 
two sons that the memorial will 
be ready in summer, and the 
two men have promised to come 
here for the unveiling. 

Until then—and perhaps after 
—the brothers will remain some- 
thing of a mystery in San Marco. 
They are Americans who have 
never been in Italy. They don’t 
even speak Italian. Their letters 
have to be sent to Genoa for 
translation. 

“How will we talk with 
them?” one villager wondered. 

“Don’t worry,” another re- 
plied. ‘When men have a heart 
like theirs, it is easy to talk with 

them, in any language.”

Answers on Cuba 


NEW YORK, April 28. 

I HAD A CUBAN MAGAZINE Sent to me the other day, 
and in it an article accuses the United States of perpetrating 
all kinds of raids by air on Cuba. This sounded strange to 
me, but I decided to ask the State Department whether any- 
thing could be verified. 

From the State Department I received point by point the 
answers as to what we have done to try to prevent anyone 
going in an unauthorized manner to Cuba from this country. 
And I was told that an article of this kind is almost entirely 
untrue. 


I think there are ways probably in which we could 
have handled the Cuban situation in a better manner 
than we did. That the Government has not made every 
effort to remain neutral and not to interfere seems to 
me self-evident, but I cannot understand the contin- 
uing feeling on the part of the people of Cuba that 
the United States is trying to interfere in their new 
setup. 


I HAVE JUST HAD to lunch a very charming lady, Dr. 
Vejubul of Bangkok, Thailand, She is now on her way home 
by way of Geneva, where she will join Prince and Princess 
Wan. 

Dr. Vejubul was the first woman in Thailand to graduate 
as a doctor, and the men doctors of her country were not 
very pleased so they gave her the unpleasant job of caring 
for the prostitutes in Bangkok. Nevertheless, she has worked 
as hard as she could and feels she has made great strides 
in helping to eliminate prostitution. 

In the course of her work she had adopted 67 children 
who live in a house which, I gather, is adjacent to the hos- 
pital she runs. She is a little bit of a woman and when she 
announces that she has 67 children it takes your breath away 
until she gives an explanation. 

I was very happy to have had the opportunity to talk 
with her again, as I had not seen her in a good many years.

IN WRITING about cornbread 
recently we extolled the merits 
of stone-ground meal, which, of 
course, brought several notes 
from people who said that's all 
very fine but where in tarnation 
can a city dweller get stone- 
ground cornmeal. 


The cornmeal that was in the 
cornbread we ate came from 
Hodgson’s Mill, in a little town 
called Sycamore which is in 
central Missouri right down 
close tu the Arkansas line. The 
first time we ever saw this an- 
cient mill was when we used to 
take float trips on Bryant creek. 
In those days the old mill was 
about to fall into decay, the 
original having been built in the 
1860s. It was rebuilt in 1897 by 
a man named Alva Hodgson. A 
few years ago the old mill was 
taken over by an Ozarkian 
named Fred Leach who rebuilt 
it again on the theory there 
probably was still some demand 
among people who know what 
cornbread should taste like for 
stone-ground cornmeal, He was 
right, and now he ships it all 
over the United States. ke 
grinds his corn and wheat the 
old way, unbolted, with the grain 
germ left in. You can get either 
yellow or white. 


THE SAME COLUMN brought 
a letter from Don Zuerl of Ful- 
ton, Mo., “In the Kingdom of 
Callaway,” he always adds, who 
says its a good thing I qualified 
myself by saying I didn’t object 
to “‘just a little sugar” in my 
cornbread. Otherwise, he said, 
I'd have been run out of the 
country and up north with the 
Yankees because ‘‘no honest-to- 
gawd cawn bread eater would 
put even a grain of sugar in it.” 

By specifying ‘‘just a little,” 
he says, I can get by, but he 
adds that I can’t get by for not 
mentioning cracklin’ bread. Well, 
that’s about all I can do, is men- 
tion it, because who’s got crack- 
lin’s except people down on the 
farm who butcher their own 
hogs, and if they don’t know 
about cracklin’ bread then they 
deserve to spend the rest of their 
lives eating store bread. 


IF YOU ARE among those 
who think that the Swedes live 
on nothing but Smorgasbord, I 
would like to recommend for 
your edification a new cookbook 
called ‘‘Swedish Cooking,” by 
Marianne Gronwall van der 
Tuuk, who comes from Sweden 
and who knows what she’s writ- 
ing about. 

The book has smorgasbord rec- 
ipes, of course, but if you really 
want to find out how good Swe- 
dish cooking can be, try, for in- 
stance, her Royal Pot Roast. 


Put sugar in cornbread, says a reader, and you'll be run 
up North with the Yankees. 


Like this: 

Rub a four-pound rump or 
round of beef with salt and pep- 
per, Heat two tablespoons of 
butter in a Dutch oven or heavy 
kettle, put in the meat and brown 
it on all sides. Dissolve a bouil- 
lon cube in a cup of boiling wa- 
ter and pour it in. Then add two 
sliced onions, four Swedish an- 
chovy fillets or half a teaspoon 
of anchovy paste, two bay leaves, 
half a teaspoon of whole all- 
spice, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
peppercorn, two tablespoons of 
white or cider vinegar, two 
blespoons of brandy or dry ver- 
mouth and. two tablespoons of 
molasses. 


Cover it closely and let it sim- 
mer gently until the meat is ten- 
der, which takes about two 
hours. Put it on a hot serving 
platter and keep it warm. Then 
you make the gravy, which is to 
a pot roast what ham is to an 
egg. 

Strain the pan drippings and

put two cups back in the pot. 
Blend three tablespoons of flour 
with a fourth of a cup of water. 
Pour that in and cook and stir 
until] it’s smooth and thick. Stir 
in a cup of cream and cook an- 
other five minutes. Take it off 
the fire and stir in a tablespoon 
of anchovy juice or a fourth of 
a teaspoon of anchovy paste. 
Slice the meat and serve it with 
the gravy. Don’t try to skimp by 
skipping the anchovy. That’s 
what makes the difference. 


EVERYBODY KNOWS about 
Swedish meatballs, but not 
everybody knows how to make 
them. Do you know, for instance, 
that the secret of Swedish meat- 
balls is the addition of cold 
mashed potatoes, which is what 
gives them their light consist- 
ency? Like this: 

Start with a pound of ground 
beef, either round steak or 
chuck, and the author suggests 
that you select the meat yourself

and have it freshly ground. 


Saute a half cup of grated or 
finely chopped onion for five 
minutes in a tablespoon of short- 
ening. Put it in a mixing bowl 
and then add the pound of ground 
beef, half a pound of ground lean 
pork, a cup of cold mashed peo 


~ tatoes (loosely packed), a fourth 
bread 


or a cup of fine, 
crumbs, two and a half tea- 
spoons of salt, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of pepper, half a cup of 
cream, a fourth of a cup of 
water and one egg. Mix it until 
it’s all smooth and well blended. 
Dampen your hands, shape it 
into balls, using a tablespoon 
as a measure. Fry them in half 
a cup of hot oil or shortening. 
shaking the pan often to keep 
the balls round. Remove each 
batch to a hot serving dish and 
keep warm. If necessary clean 
the pan between batches. 


When all the meatballs are 
fried, blend a cup of cream with 
a tablespoon of flour. Pour it 
into the pan juice and stir and 
cook until it thickens. Season it 
with salt and pepper and strain 
it over the meatballs. 


ANOTHER typically Swedish 
dish is potato pancakes. Simple, 
too, Mix two cups of grated raw 
potato with two tablespoons of 
sifted flour, a tablespoon of salt 
and a dash of pepper. When 
frying on a griddle use a table- 
spoon of grease for each cake, 
and they have to be fried in 
good hot grease to be crisp. 
Drop in about a tablespéon of 
batter for each cake, spread it 
out with a knife, and fry to a 
golden brown on both sides. Hard 
to beat with fried pork, pot 
roast or just about anything in- 
cluding apple sauce.
